Mayor Peter Kelly is 
pleased with his lists of 
achievements in his last 
four years in office. 

Now, he is out to raise 
the bar even more. 

Officially kicking off his 
campaign for re-election 
yesterday in downtown 
Dartmouth, Kelly spoke to 
about 75 supporters and 
echoed a common theme 
throughout his 20-minute 
speech — a lot of good has 
been done, but there’s a 
lot more to accomplish, 
too. 

“People like what we 
have achieved. They know 
where we want to go, but 
we have more things we 
want to do,” he said. 
“We’re going higher, we’re 
getting better and we 
want to make sure we 
achieve other things.” 

While lacking in a lot of 
clear specifics, Kelly dis¬ 
cussed the need for im¬ 
provement on a variety of 
issues. They included the 
continuation of the har¬ 
bour clean-up, public safe¬ 
ty, transit and economic 
development. 

Kelly said public safety 
is a key issue for this cam¬ 
paign, as he looks for the 


64 recommendations to be 
implemented from his 
Roundtable on Violence. 
That report is scheduled to 
go to council on Sept. 23. 

“We need to make sure 
the 64 recommendations 
get addressed by the 
province and by Ottawa 
and by other stakeholders 


and partners, especially 
HRM,” he said. “It’s not 
about safety only. It’s 
about neighbourhoods. It’s 
about affordability. It’s 
about poverty. It’s about 
education.” 

Kelly also spoke about 
being fiscally responsible. 
When talking about the 


Bedford fast ferry project, 
which he supports, Kelly 
said as with the Common¬ 
wealth Games, he’ll pull 
the plug if costs prove too 
much. 

“I believe it will be 
proven to be viable, but at 
the end of the day, if it 
shows it is not viable, not 


affordable, we won’t go 
there,” he said.

Court hears murder theory 


Prosecutor claims victim was shot in the back while kneeling 


After finishing up at his 
auto-repair shop May 10, 
2007, Darcy Manor head¬ 
ed to a remote hunting 
camp to work on an water 
pump. 

Poiice believe he 
brought out his tools, wan¬ 
dered over to the water¬ 
shed area and got down on 
his knees to begin what 
should have been a quick 
and routine task. 

According to police, he 
never knew someone near¬ 
by was watching his every 
move. 

The theory about 
Manor’s death came to 
light during the third day 
of Glen Race’s murder tri¬ 
al before Judge Kevin 
Ryan. 

Through the testimony 
of State Police Investigator 
Timothy Woodruff yester¬ 
day morning, District At¬ 
torney Andrew Wylie be¬ 
gan to establish his theory 
about how Manor was 
killed. 

For nearly three hours, 
Woodruff detailed his in¬ 
volvement in document¬ 
ing and collecting evi¬ 


dence in the days after 
Manor was shot and then 
dragged more than 1,000 
feet into the wilderness. 

Through photos and 
Woodruff’s testimony, it 
became clear yesterday 
that officials believe Manor 
was bent down when Race 
allegedly shot him in the 
back with a rifle blast. 

Based on a broken side 
window of the cabin and 
glass fragments found out¬ 
side, police believe Race 
was inside the kitchen 
and fired through the win¬ 
dow. 

Race’s attorney, Mark 
McCormick, has previous¬ 
ly said his 27-year-old No¬ 
va Scotian client has no ex¬ 
perience with firearms. 

Both local and Canadian 
authorities believe Race 
was fleeing from stabbing 
two Nova Scotia men 
when he allegedly walked 
across the border and en¬ 
countered Manor at the ru¬ 
ral camp. 

He was captured in 
Texas a few days after 
Manor’s death.

Province boosts plan 
to help heat homes

homeowners this winter. 

The government an¬ 
nounced yesterday it is 
doubling the Heating As¬ 
sistance Re¬ 
bate

$450 
from 
$ 200 . 

They are 
also increas¬ 
ing the income 
thresholds to $25,000 
from $15,000 for single 
people and to $40,000 
from $25,000 for families. 

The government al¬ 
ready provides an eight 
per cent rebate to lower 
home heating costs, and 
now says about 52,000 


households will receive 
over $700 in heating assis¬ 
tance this winter. 

“I said earlier this year 
that home heating was 
the No. 1 issue for the 
people of our province, 
and I sincerely hope that 
these programs illustrate 
how strongly I feel about 
it,” Premier Rod¬ 
ney MacDonald 
said in a re¬ 
lease.

“This will be a Godsend 
for many families,” said 
Diane van der Horden of 
the Salvation Army. “This 
provision will ensure (it’s 
about) a half a tank of oil 
and that will certainly 
help people get through 


the winter.” 

Other initiatives an¬ 
nounced yesterday as part 
of the government’s Heat 
Smart program include 
interest-free loans for 
those who make energy- 
efficient improvements to 
their homes. The $5,000, 
zero-interest loans will be 
available to those who 
have an energy audit per¬ 
formed on their house. 

There will also be a 
$500 rebate for people 
who replace their old fur¬ 
nace with an energy-effi¬ 
cient one and an addition¬ 
al $2.5 million towards 
the EnerGuide provincial 
rebate program.

Retrial sought in British 
airline explosives plot 


Britain Prosecutors said 
yesterday they would seek 
a retrial for seven British 
men accused of creating a 
deadly plot to smuggle liq¬ 
uid explosives on to 
transatlantic flights and 
blow them up in midair. 

A jury was unable to 
agree to convict the seven 
on the most serious of the 
charges made against 
them after a five-month 
trial that ended Monday. 

After 56 hours of deliber¬ 
ation, the jury found three 
of the men guilty of a less¬ 
er charge of conspiring to 
kill using liquid explosives. 

A verdict could not be 
reached for four others, 


and an eighth man was ac¬ 
quitted. 

A court hearing will be 
held to decide whether a 
retrial should be held. 

Security services in 
Britain said the plan to ex¬ 
plode planes bound for 
Canadian and U.S. airports 
was one of the most intri¬ 
cate and deadly terrorist 
schemes hatched on 
British soil, while U.S. au¬ 
thorities had suggested it 
could have been as big as 
the Sept. 11 attacks. 

The plot, which was un¬ 
covered in August of 2006, 
led to a ban on passengers 
carrying liquids on air¬ 
craft.

self.” 

Buttle, 
who won 
the bronze 
medal in 
the 2006 
Olympics, Buttle 
actually ar¬ 
rived at the difficult deci¬ 
sion after his momentous 
vault to the top of the 


world with his winning 
performance at the world 
championships in Gothen¬ 
burg, Sweden, last March. 

After heart-to-heart talks 
with former skaters Brian 
Orser, Kurt Browning, Jen¬ 
nifer Robinson and others, 
as well as his family, Buttle 
said he’d made up his 
mind. 

He wanted, however, to 
allow the summer to pass 
to be completely sure of 
his decision.

In large 
bowl, stir to¬ 
gether flour, 
ginger, baking soda, cinna¬ 
mon and salt. Stir in can¬ 
died ginger. Stir liquid mix¬ 
ture into dry mixture until 
evenly combined; spoon 
batter evenly into 
ramekins or cups. 

Arrange ramekins in a 
circle in microwave oven. 
Microwave uncovered on 
high for 3 to 5 minutes or 
until cake tester inserted 
in centre comes out clean. 
Let stand 10 minutes. To 
serve, turn out onto indi¬ 
vidual plates and serve 
with warm lemon sauce. 

For the sauce, in a 4-cup 
(1 L) glass measure, whisk 
sugar and cornstarch to¬ 
gether. Whisk in milk until 


about 1-1/2 cups (375 mL). 

Tips: 

• Pick of the crop: Look for 
firm apples, free of wrin¬ 
kles and bruises. Remove 
any fruit that are over ripe 
or have soft spots as they 
give off ethylene gas caus¬ 
ing nearby apples to ripen 
too quickly and spoil. Trim 
and use for pies or apple¬ 
sauce. 

• Good for you: Apples are 
a good source of dietaiy fi¬ 
bre (be sure to eat the slcin) 
and vitamin C. Wash well 
before eating.

film Speed Rubik’s cube 
solving sounds more like 
the subject of a mocku¬ 
mentary than a documen¬ 
tary.

Doc eyes museum makeover 



crystal clear: The rest of 
the country probably re¬ 
gards the subject with in¬ 
difference, but the new ad¬ 
dition to Toronto’s Royal 
Ontario Museum was inter¬ 
mittently a lightning rod 
for concern and outrage 
during the six years it took 
to build. Tonight the CBC 
takes us along for a look 
back, with the debut of 
The Museum, a two-part 
documentary made with 
remarkable access to the 
backstage intrigues behind 
the whole drama. 

There are two men at the 
heart of the story director 
Kenton Vaughan tells, and 
only one of them is “star- 
chitect” Daniel Libeslcind, 
the author of the Michael 
A. Lee-Chin crystal, an au¬ 
dacious and attention- 
grabbing explosion of an¬ 
gles that erupts from the

side of the stately old ROM 
building like a sci-fi movie 
set. The other is museum 
director William Thorsell, 
the onetime editor-in-chief 
of the Globe & Mail, and 
the motivating force be¬ 
hind the Crystal. 

The first hour of The Mu¬ 
seum (the second half will 
air next Thursday) rewinds 
from the splashy opening 
of the new Crystal back to 


the turn of the millenni¬ 
um, when the ROM was a 
mostly moribund cultural 
institution, beloved but 
unvisited, full of tatty ex¬ 
hibits left over from the 
theme-park era of museum 
design. 

Thorsell, the first ROM 
director without a muse¬ 
um background, is called 
in to revive the place, and 
he tells the trustees that 


S the first and best option is

§ piece of architecture like 
| Frank Gehry’s Bilbao 
t Guggenheim — conven- 
1 tional wisdom that was 
| overwhelming Toronto, as 
% almost every one of the 
i ROM’s institutional peers 
i was demanding and get- 
3 ting a splashy renovation 
or redesign. 

In front of Vaughan’s 
cameras, the two men 
form a mutual admiration 
society, though Thorsell 
seems to do most of the 
work. Thorsell also does 
nothing to dispel the idea 
— suggested by the CBC 
doc and most other cover¬ 
age of the Crystal’s birth — 
that the building is really 
his testament, his taste 
and worldview made con¬ 
crete (and steel and alu¬ 
minum but ultimately very 
little of the glass Toronto¬ 
nians were initially led to 
expect from early models.) 

Their enthusiasm for the 
project sustains them 
through the crises they’d 
encounter over the years, 
from the discovery that the 
initial plan contained in¬ 
sufficient steel to hold it¬ 


self up, to the public out¬ 
cry that scuttled the condo 
project that Thorsell was 
relying on to cover funding 
shortfalls. 

Vaughan has said he 
tried to keep an objective 
tone, so your reaction to 
The Museum will likely 
hinge on how you feel 
about Libeslcind’s building, 
which hasn’t attracted 
near the numbers the ROM 
was relying on since open¬ 
ing last year. The muse¬ 
um’s staff certainly seems 
less than enthusiastic, 
complaining frequently 
about the unworkable 
space, and Thorsell’s disre¬ 
gard of their counsel on 
the effects of light on deli¬ 
cate artifacts. At times, the 
two men come across like 
caricatures of aesthetes, 
gushing over visual sensa¬ 
tions, complimenting each 
other on their clothes and 
generally suggesting a skit 
that might have been per¬ 
formed by Dana Carvey 
and Mike Meyers in their 
distant prime.
